whose son he had just become. He had 
heard his Master calling, and like the 
child of old, replied: "Here urn I, O Lord, 
for thou didst call me. 
Speak and let thy 


servant bear.1' And the Lord to whom 
his oblation had been mode ordered hia. to 
leave all and for His sHke to go to foreign 
lands to preach the gospel of peace and 
bring glad tidings of salvation to those 
who were yet in^ darkness and in the 
shadow of death. 


Eight joyfully did the yonng Oblate's 


heart leap for joy. 
Perchance in sweet 


prophetic vision he say the long and lin- 
gering martyrdom which awaited him on 
the far distant shores of the northern 
rivers and great lakes. Perhaps he. heard 
as it were another cry from Macedonia, 
Oh come and help us! He immediately, 
like the apostle called by Jesus, rose, and, 
leaving all things, followed the divine 
mandate. 


Thus do we find in the year following 


his profession the young scholastic.Brother 
Garin, crossing the ocean In company 
with other members of his congregation to 
live and labor until death on the soil of 
North America. 


His studies over, the holy priesthoot 


ivas conferred upon him by that holy bishop 
of Montreal, the saintly Bourget, whom 
we Oblates love to call our second Father 


There is one of the earliest episodes of 


Fr. Garin's life which I must not pass 
o%-er in silence. Scarcely had the holy 
oils of consecration had time to dry on 
his anointed hands when the city of 
Montreal was stricken with the terrible- 
scourge of ityphus fever. 
Thousands of 


poor Irish immigrants were herded to 
gether in the common rough sheds erected 
on the shores of the St. Lawrence. The 
priests of the city were called upon to 
assist the 
poor unfortunate 
sufferers 


Amongst the first to go and render con 
solution was the then young Father Garln 
He earned from the people of the Irisl 
nation an undying love for his sublimi 
charity. He remained until all dange 
had passed, and prosperity again dawned 
on the land. 


Once ordained, Father Garin began to 


labor at tbe work dearest to his heart, to 
evangelize the poor Indians in the North 
ern "and Eastern 
portions of Quebec 


Who can tell the sufferings and hardships 
and privations of those long years o" 
heroic labor? 
Who but God alone can 


know what weariness and oftentimes dis 
taste for his lowly life must have assailed 
the young missioner? Born and brough 
up as he was in la belle France, among 
surroundings 
far 
different 
from 
his 


present rude life, what wonder if at times 
nature did not strive to assert its sway 
over the heart of Father Garln. 


But his zeal for souls,his love for prayer 


his desire to accomplish the will of hi 
Father, all these graces helped him on to 
persevere until divine Providence callec 
him to labor in other fields. Ah, dea' 
Father Garln—what a host of souls re 
deemed by your teaching and by your mLn 
istratlons must have welcomed you a 
heaven's gate when your pure soul winge( 
ihlther its flight!

Mr. G. A. Weber, -who with' Dr. E. 


R SJ Gonld has .-been investigatitig. the 
bousing of the •working people iii the 
leading countries of tbe world ae special 
agent of the "United States labor depart- 
ment, says: 


"In nearly every oity of Germany wa 


found admirable tenement houses' for 
"working people. Hanover presents the 
most iilstrnotive lesson we1 t'onnd. 'A 
number of working peopl3 became dis: 
satisfied over a dozen years ago with tho 
class of houses they ware getting nnd 
the rents'they had to pay. 'An associa- 
tion was'forrued. Erich meinbor agreed 
to pay a fixed nmall' sum each week. As 
soon as tho fuu.d was large enough a 
house was constructed. Tho members oi: 
tho association drow lots for apartments. 
The rental was made just high enough 
to afford a net income of 4 per cent on 
tho iuvestmont. This nnd the weekly 
contributions from all the members of 
tho aSHOcintion, including the tenants, 
were allowed to accumulate until an- 
othor house could bo bnilt.

A quarter of a century ago this city, 


which we love to cnll our city, was a 
small manufacturing community of 37,- 
000 people. Its 
Catholic population, 


which theu numbered 12,000, had three 
churches and wielded but scant influ- 
ence in the community. Since.that time 
the city's growth has been rapid and 
marvelous; the hum of our busy spindles 


now heard around tile globe; the prod- 
ucta of our artisans are prized through- 
out the world, and one of our citizens 


the honored Chief Magistrate of the 


Commonwealth. 
The 
growth of 
the 


Catholic church in Lowell has been com- 
mensurate with the growth of the citv. 
Today there are more than 40.000 Cath- 
olics in this community, with stately 
churches, beautiful schools and insti- 
tutions for the sick and the fallen, the 
aged und the orphan. 
Various causes 
have contributed to 
this growth, but its history cannot be 
truly written without telling of the ad- 
vent to our city twenty-five years ago 
ot" a priest, two score and seven were his 
rearfi, who came to minister to a flock 
scattered among strangers. 
He was 
stranger iu our community, homeless 
nnd peuniless. He spent what are the 
best years of his life among the Algon- 
quin and Iroquois; he came possessing 
all the grace-and refinement of polished 
France; he had a temperament and n 
nobility of soul which in the service of 
the Most High made him one of na- 
ture'a priests among men, und which, 
given free play under the benign influ- 
ences of American Institutions, made 
him a leader of his people and a superb 
citizen of the Republic. 


"VVe meet today to honor his memory, 
.d 
to perpetuate the high principles nf 
charity, tolerance and rjatriotisiu taught 
by vo'ice and example" by this model 
priest, this typical representative of 
American citizenship, Rev. Fr. 
Gariu. 


As one who enjoyed his friendship from 
the days of my youth, I deem it a privi- 
lege to come.here today to pay my hum- 
hie tribute of respect to his memory, be- 
cause the Immaculate Conception Par- 
ish, 
under whose auspices this memori- 


al meeting is held, owes to him a debt 
of gratitude which we can never pay. 
Our church, rich in its architectural 
beauty, our school, distinguished as .1 
home"of knowledge, by its proportions, 
finish nnd perfection, bespeak his artis- 
tic tnste. his wise counsel and his rare 
executive ability. 
With the, teachings of history and the 
principles of philosophy as his guide, the 
eminent student of "political economy, 
Martin of Belgium, hns shown that upon 
justice, charity and sacrifice is free civ- 
ihV.ed society based and built; they are 
the foundation stones of a Christian 
Commonwealth; they are tlie elements 
which constitute thr ideal citizen of n 
free Christian republic. If justice con- 
sist in giving all what is due, surely the 
man who gave his time, his labors aud 
the result of them, must have been more 
than just. He who, from 
a natural 
point of view, could claim a. just recom- 
pense for his services wanted only the 
necessaries of life. With these his de- 
sires of earthly good were 
satisfied.. 
That he might live and be clothed as 
befitted the i-enresentative of his people 
was the sum total of his personal want. 
And though in the long years he lived 
amongst us thousands of dollars passed 


The fabulous gold bug, it has been well 
said, would seem to have eaten its tray 
into the American brain and possesses 
the millions with the delirious greed o-f 
wealth. We may well turn from such a 
scene and witli the poet exclaim,' 


" Ah I God, for a man -with head, heart, hund, 
XAke some of the simple, great ones gone, 
Forerer and ever by, 
One atU], strong man In B blatant land, 
"Whatever tbey call him, whttt care I? 
ArlHlocrat—Autocrat —Democrat— one 
"Who can rule and dare not lie." 
One such we had but lately with us; 


one whose name will ever be cherished 
with that of the departed great. Fr. 
Garin's is a title to fame greater than 
power or station can give. He was the 
standard bearer of the helpless and the 
oppressed; his life wa.s spent in tlie ser- 
vice of the poor and the uplifting of hu- 
manity: tolerance and liberality always 
marked his judgment of his fellow men, 
their actions and their opinions; and 
hence uo differences of religious belief 
separated the citizens of our city as they 
stood around his bier to pay their tribute 
to his worth and works. However much 
men disagreed with him on religious ten- 
ets while he lived, iu death these differ- 
ences were lost eight of. and men recog- 
nized only the truly Christian character, 
the honesty and sincerity of purpose, 
which brought him in touch with all to 
whom there is an inspiration iu Ameri- 
can thought and life. 


If, as the scholarly Martin says, "Sac- 


rifice is an element which sanctifies life." 
surely the life of him we Uo-upr today 
stood" forth among those of his fellow 
men as a holy of holies. 
His was a life of sacrifice, as a pass- 


ing glance at his labors will show. At 
the age of twenty he severed tlie ties 
which bound him'to home and kindred, 
he renounced the worl'd, forswore its 
pleasures, and took the vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience. At the age- of 
twenty-two lie left his native country, 
France, evermore to live and labor in a 
distant land for the welfare of his kind, 
For twelve years he was a pioneer on 
the confines of civilization, teaching the 
truths of the gospel to the Indians. He 
endured privations and hardships; he 
faced dangers and overcame difficulties; 
he displayed courage carried even to 
heroism; then, in obedience to the com- 
mand of his superiors he ministered for 
five years in Plattsburg, and three years 
iu Buffalo, and in 1S6S he came to Law- 
ell to take spiritual charge of the twelve 
hundred French Canadians theu in the 
city. 
Some oue has asked, Is life worth liv- 
ing'.' 
Who 
can. behold the marvelous 
work which 
Fr. 
Garin 
accomplished 
here in Lowell and say that his 
life 
was not worth the living? 
He 
built 


churches and schools whicli are nn hon- 
or to his people, an ornament to our 
city, and whicli in the coming years will 
teach the lesson of the grandeur of his 
life. From 
twelve hundred his flock 
grew to twenty thousand. By his hou- 
esty and sincerity in every relation "and 
office of life, he won for himself-a high 
place iu the hearts and affections of pur 
people, and the citizens of Lowell, with- 
out regard to religious belief, mourn the 
great loss which the city hr.s sustained 
in his death. He was pre-eminently the 
leader in our city of a people who today 
number twenty thousand of our popula- 
tiau. Willingly and naturally have they 
adapted themselves to our form of gov- 
ernment; they have brought with them 
to our community thrift, energy and per- 
severance, potent elements iu the devel- 
opment of the highest type of American 
citizenship. To the honor of Fr. Garin. 
and to tlieir credit be it stiid. that among 
their number there are no socialists, 
communists or anarchists. They are an 
honest, God-fearing and 
liberty-loving 


people. 
Weep, you his people, for this 
sifted priest and leader; mourn, city of 
Lowell, for the citizen that has passed 
iway; and do you. Oh Catholics of the 
city, 
shower your tribates upon bis 


rave. 
Thi> love you bore to him found a re- 
sponsive pulse-beat in his generous heart. 
-Vs he gave you love, so in return be 
asked of you in life, and asks of you 
dead, nothing but love. This passionate 
devotion to his people was well exempli- 
fied by his last utterances on his saintly 
deathbed; again aud again to watchers 
by his couch of death in the long still- 
nesses of the night and through the 
dreary stretches of the winter day, he 
murmured, "I am going home; do not 
forget me. I am goiug home; do uot for- 
ret me." So long as human hearts beat 
:ondly for justice, charity and sacrifice, 
vill tlie name and fame of Fr. Garin be 
cherished by the citizens of Lowell as a 
rich inheritance, and by tlie Catholics of 
our city as a special legacy. He has 
gone home; we shall uot forget him.

The French 
treaty stipulated that no more favorable 
torins should bo extended to any third 
power than were extended to France.

clauses ol tha Belgian and German treaties 
forbidding tha British colonies to give bet- 
ter terms to Great Britain than to Bel- 
gium and Germany are abrogated, Can- 
ada is' obliged to enforce againsc Great 
Britain every duty she Imposes on Ameri- 
can goods. 
South Africa la ot present only a British 


possession, -with which a free trade treaty 
can bo negotiated. Tha fact that a treaty 
is being discussed is proof of the Imperial 
sympathies and sound economic sense of 
the powers ruling both colonies.

CoEODOBA, Mcx., March 11.—The peak 


of Orizaba, the ancient volcano, is in a 
state of eruption. It is now vomiting 


poisonous gas and ashas,and thick volumes 
of smoke are omitted from a hundred aper- 
tures In its great maw. The earth for 100- 
miles around bus shaken periodically with 
subterranean vibrations. The rim oC the 
crater glows like fire, and tho thick gases 
rolling down tho mountain sides have set 
aflame the grasses and the vegetation 
clothing to tha summit, which adds to the 
density of the smoke and tha grandeur of 
the spectacle.

Kev. Fr. Dacey's Address. 


Over fifty years ago. on the beautiful 


feast of All Saints, there knelt a young 
man of twenty-two years who was to 
dedicate himself forever to the service of 
God under the banner of the Immaculate 
Conception. He uttered the three vows 
of religion, to which he joined the oath of 
Perseverance in the religious congregation 
whose son he had just become. He had 
heard his Master calling, and like the 
child of old, replied: "Here am I, O Lord, 
for thou didst call me. 
Speak and let thy 


servant hear.:' Aud the Lord to whom 
his oblation had been made ordered him to 
leave all and for His sake to go to foreign 
lands to preach the gospel of peace and 
bring glad tidings of salvation to those 
who were yet in darkness and in the 
shadow of death. 


Right joyfully did the young Oblate's 
heart leap for joy. 
Perchance in sweet 


prophetic vision he say the long and lin- 
gering martyrdom which awaited him on 
the far distant shores of the northern 
rivers and great lakes. Perhaps he heard 
as it were another cry from Macedonia, 
Oh come and help us! He immediately, 
like the apostle called by Jesus, rose, and, 
leaving .all things, followed the divine 
mandate. 


Thus do we find in the year following 


his profession the young scholastic,Brother 
Garin. crossing the ocean in company 
with other members of his congregation to 
live and labor until death on the soil of 
North America. 


His studies over, the holy priesthood 


was conferred npon him by that holy bishop 
of Montreal, the saintly Bourget," whom 
we Oblates love to call our second Father. 


There is one of the earliest episodes of 


Fr. Garin's life which I must not pass 
over in silence. Scarcely had the holy 
oils of consecration had time to drv on 
his anointed hands when the city of 
Montreal was stricken with the terrible 
scourge of typhus fever. Thousands of 
poor Irish immigrants were herded to- 
gether in the common rough sheds erected 
on the shores of the St. Lawrence. The 
priests of the city were called upon to 
assist the 
poor unfortunate 
sufferers. 


Amongst the first to go and render con- 
solation was the then young Father Garin. 
He earned from the people of the Irish 
nation an undying love for his sublime 
charity. He remained until all danger 
had passed, and prosperity again dawned 
on the land. 


Once ordained, Father Garin began to 


labor at tbe work dearest to his heart, to 
evangelize the poor Indians iu the Xorth- 
ern "and Eastern portions of Quebec. 
"Who can tell the sufferings and hardships 
and privations of those long years of 
heroic labor? Who hut God alone can 
know what weariness and oftentimes dis- 
taste for his lowly life must have assailed 
the young tuissiouer? Born and brought 
up as he was in la belle France, among 
surroundings 
far 
different 
from 
his 


present rude life, what wonder if at times 
nature did not strive to assert its sway 
over the heart of Father Garin. 


But his zeal for souls,his love for prayer, 


his desire to accomplish the will of"bis 
Father, all these graces helped him on to 
persevere until divine Providence called 
him to labor in other fields. Ah, dear 
Father Garin—what a host of souls re- 
deemed by your teaching and by your min- 
istrations must have welcomed you Bt 
heaven's gate when your pure soul "winged 
thither iU flight! How like a conqueror 
you must "have been led to mercy's throne 
by troops of souls, saved by you years ago 
when first you preached, your cross in 
hand, and pointed out the road to eternal 
glory.' Happy they who die In the Lord, 
for their works follow them.

Him Save Their Money.; 


SOUTH DAKOTA HAD TO SUF- 


FER HEAVILY.

PlEUBE, S. D., March 11.—The legisla- 


tive committee investigating the Taylor 
defalcation made its report just before ad- 
journment. The proceedings were In se- 
cret, and the report IB now made public 
for tliefLrgt timo. 


The committee declares from the evi- 


dence before it that It la shown a con- 
spiracy eilsced between certain sureties of 
Taylor and the defaulter to "hold up" 
the state and compel a settlement. It says: 


"We do not find that there was any col- 


lusion among the sureties or other persons 
with him to defraud the state prior to the 
time when it became apparent to John T. 
SlcChesney of New York, one of tho 
Jondamen, that Taylor would not bo able 


make -his settlement with the state. 


But we do find evidence strongly tending 
to show chat in the latter part of Decem- 
ber, 1894, and after McChesney discovered 
chat Taylor could not raise money enough 
to make his settlement, McChesney, to- 
gether with Taylor, D. K. Tenney and H.

Pierre, 


entered Into a scheme to gather up all 
the funds held by Taylor, amounting 
to over SiiOO,000, and all the real and per- 
sonal property owned by Taylor, where- 
ever located, and place the same beyond tho 
reach of the state, for tho purpose of com- 
pelling the state to agree not to prosecute 
Taylor for malfeasance, or In other words, 
to compound a felony ou condition that 
property and money to the amount oC 
£100,000 should be delivered up and paid 
over to the state, thus relieving the sure- 
ties by paying their liabilities with the 
funds stolen from the state. The evidence 
shows that they have attempted to carry 
out the scheme wUb. fraudulent Intent to 
defraud the state." 


Where Some of the 3[ODey Went. 


Tenney and "Wells are the Chicago law- 


yers of Taylor, and McChesney was one of 
his bondsmen of New York. 
The com- 


mittee finds chat the total amount stolen 
by Taylor was $34i,070.10. As to where 
che money went, the evidence shows 
among other things that he "loaned" ex- 
Governor Mellette moneys amounting to 
SM.OOQ; that he loaned Judge Kelani 
£4000, and purchased a negotiable note for 
£5000 given by Uuited States Senator Pet- 
tigrew, which was repaid, to C. T. McCoy, 
Taylor's agent, oil or about Jan. 7, 18^5. 


The report also says: "We further find 


that during the mouth of December last 
he transferred from banks in tho state, 
where hu deposited public funds, about 
£200,000 to himself and to his benefit, to 


w York and Chicago; that he appropri- 


ated to his own use prior to December lost 
S145.SOO. 


"The evidence shows no collusion on the 


part of any state officer with the default- 
ing treasurer. There is, however, testi- 
mony showing gross negligence, to say the 
least, on the pare oE Thomas H. Ruth, ex- 
commissioner of school and public lands." 


The report states that action to recover 


has been begun in this city, and that 
service has been had on all defendants in 
the case; that suits have also been Insti- 
tuted against McChesuey in New York, 
and William Taylor, fnther of the de- 
faulter, in Indiana; that the property con-- 
sists of bank and other stocks, city prop- 
erty In New York, Huron, Aberdeen, Red- 
field and "Watertown, and over 150 acres of 
land scattered throughout the suate.

What shall I say of his labors here in 


Lowell? Do not his monuments remain? 
His great desire was to finish his lust 
work, the building of St. John the Baptist 
church. 
As we stand by. that yet un- 


finished structure and gaze on the heap of 
yet unplaced material, we may well say, 
ecce lapides—behold these stones. 
One 


day they will serve to crown a noble mon- 
ument to the noblest priest of our day,dear 
old Fr. Garin. I shall not enter into de- 
tails of his apostolic life amongst us. They 
are too grand and too numerous to give 
them only a passing mention. The mag- 
nificent church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception wan erected during the term of Fr. 
Gariii's superiorship, 
though upon his 


colleague and life long friend. Father Mc- 
Grath, and his able assistants the burden 
of the work necessarily fell. 
The church 


of St. Joseph, the parochial school and 
college of the French congregation., and 
finally the noble edifice to be known as 
St. Jeane the Baptist church, were built 
by Fr. Garin,who also was helped by self- 
sacrificing, zealous priests and generous, 
devoted people. 


But you all here today are a living testi- 


mony of the love and esteem and rever- 
ence in which our dear departed father 
was held by every class. 
Father Garin 


made himself all things to all men that he 
might win all to Christ. And what a pow- 
er he was as a pastor. 
The name of 


Garin,—'twas a name to conjure by,—none 
there were who dared to question when 
that name was employed. He was a ruler 
mighty in the laud. He was a father,— 
yes, but a heart as loving as a mother's 
beat within that father's breast. And 
what gave him this command, this power 
of ruling? It was not his great learning, 
not his knowledge of high and mighty 
things. 
'Twas that wisdom that was 


founded in the fear of God. His was that 
wisdom spoken of in the parable read for 
your edification. Better is wisdom than 
weapons of war. By his God-fearing wis- 
dom he delivered his people from the ene- 
mies of their Holy Religion. 
He united 


them, made them strong, gave them the 
example of old, that as he had done so 
should they do likewise to each other. 
That is to say, Father Garin was a true 
priest of God, because his wisdom was 
founded on the fear and love of him to 
whom be had vowed his life.

joyfully, well satisfied that he had done 
his Master's will. 
As years before, when 


he heard the divine command to go he 
joyfully went, so now, when the heat and 
burden of the day were passed and in the
